NOTE: The Applicants notes that Stone et al fails to teach or suggest "displaying a document containing a text file and 
at least an image file ..by indenpendently halting the display of the image" (p. 10, L30-33). This limitation is directed towards the newly 
amended claim which requires further search and/or consideration.
